tiary, were brought to the border 
at noon today to be turned over to 
the American military authorities. 


A shout of laughter rose from 
the thousands of Mexicans who 
had gathered to witness the ar- 
rival as the negroes filed from the 
special train. 


The prisoners were dressed in non- 
desc-ript garb. 
While most of them had 
restored to them the larger part of tlieir 
imiforms some were without coats, one 
liad encircled his waist witli a towel and 
practically 
all 
wore 
towels and 
ban- 
ianas on their heads instead of hats. 


He Was Spokesman. 


All the troopers were worn and drawn 
from their experience and all were seri- 
ous save one, "who wore a broad smile. 
This one negro made himself the im- 
promptu spokesman for his fellows.

The Austrian claim that the Petrolite

The will, which was executed when 
Mrs. Busch was the truest of her rela- 
tives in Berlin, had remained in the 
custody of Miss Lilly Alexa Busch, who 
resides in Berlin. 
The American heirs 
heard no word from Miss Busch.

censorship or other causes, their let- 
ters were unanswered. Finally the state 
department was appealed to, and after 
it had set its machinery in motion, the 
will was started to American, about two 
weeks ago.

June 29.—Dr. Karl Liebknecht, the social- 
ist leader, was sentenced to thirty months' 
penal servitude and dismissed from the 
army for attempting high treason, gross 
insubordination 
and 
resistance 
to 
the 
authorities. 


The court decided that Dr. Liebknecht 
was guided by political fanaticism and 
not by unpatriotic feeling, and therefore 
imposed the lowest penalty on him. 
Dr. 
Liebknecht Is entitled to appeal from the 
sentence. 
The charge against Dr. Lieb- 
knecht was attempted treason during war 
time and resistance of the authorities. 


The trial was held behind closed doors. 
When the court-martial convened there 
was a large attendance of persona inter- 
ested 
in thé 
case, but the room 
was 
almost immediately 
cleared while 
the 
court considered a motion made by the 
prosecutor to cxclude the public during 
the entire trial "in the Interest of public 
security." 
This motion was granted and 
it was 
ordered also that 
newspapers 
should print no reports of the trial except 
the verdict, which would be made public.

nounced to the court when it convened 
this morning that Sullivan had been 
forbidden by his doctors to continue 
thé agrument. 
The chief justice ex- 
pressed his sympathy and said that it 
had been evident that Sergeant Sulli- 
van had been laboring under a heavy 
strain. 
Mr. Jones then addressed the 
court. 


Mr. Jones admitted that at the first 
thought it seemed an outrage for Sir 
Roger to go to Germany, but he in- 
sisted that the defendant had attempt- 
ed merely to organize an Irish brigade 
for use agalnât the Ulster volunteers 
recruited by Sir Edward Carson. 
Mr. 
Jones was proceeding to argue that 
this did not constitute treason when 
the chief justice Interposed. 
He ex- 
plained that he would direct the jury 
that the law was that "giving aid and 
comfort to the king's enemies meant 
assisting the king's enemies in thé war 
with this country and that any act 
that 
strengthened 
or 
tended 
to 
strengthen the enemy in the conduct of 
this war against us would be giving 
aid and comfort to the king's enemies 
and that any act which weakened or 
tended to weaken the power of this 
country to resist the attacks of the 
enemy was aiding and comforting the 
king's enemies." 


Mr. Jones contended that the work 
Sir Roger did In Germany was pre- 
cisely the same sort of work he carried 
on in Ireland before the war. 
While 
the importation of arms was a wrong- 
ful act, It did not constitute treason, 
but an offense against the defense of 
the realm a c t 
He reminded the jury 
of the responsibility resting upon it, 
saying: 
"This trial may mean a trag- 
edy to the prisoner on account of the 
responsibility resting upon you. 
The 
ancient and valiant race from which 
this man springs has produced men 
who do not shrink from going to the 
Bcaffold for what they think are the 
rights of their country." 


Attorney General Sums Up. 


Mr. 
Jones' 
speech 
occupied 
a 
little 
more than half an hour, after which the 
attorney 
general. Sir Frederick 
Smith, 
began summing up. He argued that even 
if the defense which Sir Roger's lawyers 
had attempted to set up was a valid one, 
the evidence In the case had In no wise 
supported It. In days before the war Sir 
Roger's defense might have had some 
weight, but "one circumstance not insig- 
nificant 
has 
intervened. 
The 
greatest 
military power the world had ever seen 
was trying to destroy the British em- 
pire." 


The 
attorney general 
dwelt on the 
truce between the Irish parties. 
He said 
the question he asked at the beginning— 
why Sir Roger had gone to Germany— 
had never been 
answered 
because no 
answer was poBSibfe. Sit Roger had gone 
to make 
arrangements 
to 
raise 
"the 
hideous spectre of insurrection" in Ireland. 


The Oermana, Sir Frederick continued, 
were not 
people who 
gave much 
for 
nothing. 
Thoy were not going to keep 
soldiers of the Irish brigade as 
their 
guests so that they might go after the 
end of the war to free Ireland. 


The attorney general's speech lasted for 
an hour. 


Charge to the Jury. 


The chief Justice began his charge to 
the jury by Baying that no prejudice 
must be entertained against members of 
the English bar because they had de- 
fended the 
prisoner 
against 
such 
a 
charge. 
He said they were performing 
the highest duty of members of the bar, 
and that Mr. Sullivan had conducted the 
defense In accordance with the highest 
traditions of the English bar, delivering 
a speech of greatest eloquence. 


"Treason in time of war, when all per- 
sons in this country are making sacrifices 
to defeat the common enemy, is almost 
too grave-for expression," the chief Jus- 
tice continued. 
"You must dismiss from 
your minds all you have heard or read 
outside this court. We have heard much 
about politics in Ireland. 
For myself, in 
the court of justice, I always feel anxiety 
when political passion is aroused. Pay no 
more attention to what has been said re- 
garding conditions in Ireland before the 
war or after the war than is necessary to 
consider the conditions of this case." 


Mr. Sullivan had paid the highest com- 
pliment he could to an English jury, the 
chief justice said, in speaking to it as 
he did in regard to Ireland. 
After defin- 
ing the law of treason, he pointed out 
that many facts In the case were undis- 
puted. 


The Jury retired at 2:55 o'clock.

ers. 
Elizo Arredondo, the Mexican am- 
bassador designate, was advised by For- 
eign Minister Auguilar in Mexico City 
of his government's action. 


It was apparent about the war and 
state departments today that release of 
the prisoners had made the situation less 
critical.

To free itself from the menace of an 
army mobilized on its northern frontier, 
the Mexican government must comply 
also with the demands that it police 
adequately its border states and estab- 
lish such firm military control there that 
raiding into the United States is im- 
probable and the assembly of any large 
group of bandits impossible. 


While such control is lacking it is 
clearly indicated 
here that 
President 
Wilson is determined by force, if neces- 
sary to employ the army either along 
the line or in Mexico in such a way as 
to insure the safety of American lives 
and property alonar the border. 


Sefuses to Discuss It. 


Ignacio Calderón, minister of Bolivia, 
and Rafael Zalvidar, minister of Salva- 
dor, called at the state department to- 
day to renew 
their 
efforts to leam 
whether the United States would enter- 
tain an offer of mediation in the Mexi- 
can difficulty. 


Mr. Calderón 
talked with Secretary 
Lansing about five minutes. 
Afterward 
he said he had been told that the Unite^ 
States could not discuss mediation in the 
absence of information that the Ameri- 
can prisoners actually had been released 
and as to Carranza's reply to the demand 
for a statement of intentions toward the 
expedition in Mexico. 


The minister reminded Mr. Lansing of 
the interest of all the American repub- 
lics in preservation of peace and said he 
would call again when Carranza's reply 
to the note of the United States had 
been received. 


Why Carranza Acted. 


In announcing he had been advised 
by his foreign office of the order for 
the release of the prisoners, Mr. Ar- 
redondo said his information was tliat 
Gen. Carranza liad taken the step "be- 
cause he did not desire to aggravate the 
relations between the two countries." 


Mr. Arredondo issued the following 
statement, imderstood to be based large- 
ly on the language of his dispatch from 
Mexico City: 


"I have been confident from the first 
that 
the American soldiers would be 
released. 
From the time of their cap- 
ture until arrangements were made to 
free them, there was at no time any 
other intention on the part of the de 
facto government or its jnilitary offi- 
cials. 
The attitude of the first chief 
has 
steadfastly been one of friendship 
towards the United States, 
prompted 
alwaj's by a desire to avoid conflict and 
promote the welfare of both govern- 
ments. 
In the situation that exists it 
should be borne in mind that it has 
not been brought about by an act which 
could be attributed either to the gov- 
ernment or the ^Mexican people, but is 
due entirely to the predetermined in- 
tentions of an irresponsible criminal." 


THE PARIS REPORT. 


Paris, June 29.—(12:30 p. m.)—After 
a violent bombardment which lasted the 
entire day the German attacked 
the 
French positions northwest of Thiau- 
mont, in the Verdun sector, but were 
repulsed with heavy losses, according to 
an official statement issued by the war 
office today. 
The French machine gun 
and curtain fire is declared to have de- 
vastated the attackers.

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The Indiana Progressives^ 


The attitude of the Indiana progressives toAvard the recent at- 
tempt of the national committee at Chicago to deliver the party to 
jthe republicans in support of Mr. Hughes was plainly reflected when 
the state committee of the progressives assembled at 
'ndianapolis 
JWednesday. 
Briefly summarized, they repudiate the 
ransaction. 
{They voted to hold a state convention July 20 to name a complete 
Btate ticket in Indiana, and took initial steps toward an appeal to the 
progressives of the country to consider another national convention 
Jto name a presidential candidate. 


As was to have been expected, the session was a stormy one, and 
in the interest of exact truth it must be stated that there were mem- 
"bers of the «committee who Avere willing to O. K. the surrender, accept 
the edict given out at Chicago and allow the heretofore militant or- 
ganization of the progressives to indulge its last expiring gasps un- 
wept. unhonored and unsung. 
But there were sterner souls among 
them—men who declined to surrender deeply grounded convictions to 
political expediency—men whose conception of patriotic duty rose 
above meek submission to bossisra even in their own party and who 
(declined to permit anybody to corfipel them to stand supinely where 
they had been hitched. 
These were the men who dominated the 
meeting of the Indiana committee, and who presumably interpreted 
far more accurately the sentiment of the party over the state than 
did Mr. Dye, the Indiana member of the national committee, who was 
mercilessly censured and all but ousted from his seat for his part in 
the Hughes program at Chicago. 


The action of the Indiana progressive committee takes on es- 
pecial importance from the fact that it is almost the first state ex- 
pression to be given since the surrender by the national committee at 
its Chicago meeting. It must inevitably prove something of a jolt to 
the gentlemen who have undertaken the engineering job of handing 
over the progressive vote to Mr. Hughes. The stand of the Indiana 
progressives will greatly whet the public anxiety to hear from the 
progressive brethren in other states as quickly as they can control 
their indignation sufficiently to speak dispassionately in regard to 
what has been done to them and what they propose to do about it. 


A valued reader of The Sentinel has made a tender of $10 as an 
initial contribution to a fund to provide for necessitous cases in the 
dependent families of Fort Wayne soldiers during their absence in 
military service in connection with the Mexican trouble.

His following was made lip partly 
of his own tried and true group, in Wis- 
consin, North Dakota and the north-

crowd who 
had been with 
Roosevelt. 


Some of these men 
were

troubled when Roosevelt began tò show 
them that in his opinion thé inovement 
had now gained such strength he ought 
to seize upon it FOR HIMSELF.

T IS truly surprising to see the num- 
ber of frocks this summer which are 
practically 
guiltless 
of 
trimming, 
outside of tucks, ruflles. etc.. of self- 
material. 
And what Is more surpris- 
ing 
is the exquisite beauty of these 
same frocks, often unrelieved without 
a touch of color for contrast. 


This self-trimming may be very unob- 
trusive, or it may bring the frock to 
the fluffiest conclusion. 
Three exam- 
ples of as many types of self-trimmed 
frocks are drawn for you here today. 
The one with the parasol should be 
made of organdie, voile or batiste. The 
first is preferred, because the frock 
show« so little trimming that the ma- 
terial needs to be beautiful and bouf- 
fant in itself. Imagine a flesh-pink or- 
gandie, then—flesh pink, by the way, 
being newer for lingerie frooks than 
pure white—with stitching 
of 
black. 
Thia stitching should be done by ma- 
chine. using a thread of white about 
No. 100 in the needle and a black silk 
corresponding to about a No. 8 cotton 
in the bobbin. 
When the material 1« 
atitched from the wrong 
side 
this 
heavy stitching gives 
the 
effect 
of 
couching. Or, to give the frock a more 
truly self-trimmed look, use flesh-pink 


cotton, 100 in the needle and No. 8 in 
the bobbin. When this is stitched from 
the wrong side the effect is that of pin 
tucks. Or make real pin tucks. 
Such 
a very little bit of material is taken up 
by pin tucks that the hanging of the 
skirt will not be affected. This same 
stitching or tucking appears down the 
sleeve and across the odd shield-like 
collar and Jabot 
front. 
These, 
too, 
should be of the pink organdie, to- 
gether with the cuffs, if the new effect 
of a one-tone costume is desired. The 
buttons may be small white crochet 
ones, or even pearl, or they may be 
covered with the material, tho these are 
not so satisfactory. 


Hemstitching, 
fagoting 
or 
cutwork 
gives the trimming touch on the next 
frock, which might well be a combina- 
tion of georgette crepe and taffeta or 
linen and voile, in both instances, how- 
ever. the two materials being of the 
same shade. In this instance let it be a 
very light ecru, 
more 
like 
heavily 
creamed coffee. 
The bands, which arc 
hemstitched into the material or fag- 
oted. should be of the taffeta or linen. 
The hem, too. on the skirt should be of 
the heavier material. The tiny hip ruf- 
fles. you will notice, and those over the 


low-dropped shoulder. Into which th« 
sleeve is set. are put in with the sam« 
fagoting or hemstitching. 
While th« 
fagoting with a heavy silk or eette« 
would be most effective. It wlU b4, 
found rather difflcult to 
aceomplishi 
and in that cave the machine h«m< , 
stitching will be a much easier propo« 
sition. The cutwork could only be use4. 
were one material chosen for the frock 
instead of a combination. 
Sven th« 
small stand-up collar should ba of th«. . 
color, chosen for this frock. It may iH 
necessary to wire this collar, tho 
^ 
cause it is straight 
and narrow 
t( 
should stand upright by itself. 


Tucks or cords and niflles trim th« 
fluffy creation with the Watteau hat 
Taffeta, net or organdie again makei 
this frock. Net with rufll«« or taffeta \ 
would be charming. If you usa taffsta 
say. a blue changing into a mauv*. for: 
the ruffles, cover your cords with th« 
same taffeta and use these fOr running " • 
thru the net.

Washington, D. C., June 29.—One of 
the chief centcrs of Mexican population 
along the frontier to which the national 
guard troops nave been ordered is Nuevo 
Laredo, the subject of the following war 
geography bulletin issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society from its Wash- 
ington headquarters: 


•'Nuevo Laredo, the border city of Ta- 
mauHpas^ is one of the moat important 
gateways to the southern republic, not 
on account of its population, for 
the 
American-Mexican El Paso and Juarez 
constitute a hyphenated city more than 
twice as large as Laredo 
(American) 
and Nuevo Laredo (Mexican), but be- 
cause the latter is the northern terminus 
of the shortest railway route to Mexico 
City, tlie distancé being only about 800 
miles, compared with 1,200 miles by 
way of Juarez and 1,000 miles through 
Ciudad Porfirio Diaz (Eagle Pass). 


"With 8,000 people, Nuevo Laredo is 
a little more than half as large as the 
American town at the other end of the 
900 
foot 
international 
bridge 
which 
spans the Rio Grande at this point. The 
two towns were one up to the time of 
the secession of Texas, the settlement on 
the left bank of the river being capture« 
by Te.xas rangers in 1846 and occupied 
by United States troops luider General 
Lamar a year later. 
In 185 2 the north- 
ern city (or perhaps it would be more 
accurate to refer to as the eastern city, 
for the Rio Grande flows in a 
more 
southerlj'' than easterly direction in this 
part of its 1,800 mile course from the 
San Juan mountains in Colorado to the 
Gulf of Mexico), received its charter as 
il Texas municipality. 
The 
Laredos, 
named for a seaport in Spain, were set- 
tled by Spanish colonists 
during 
the 
decade preceding the American revolu- 
tionary war. 


"From now until late in September 
the region around Nuevo Laredo will pre- 
sent a fertile aspect, for it is the rainy 
season, but beginning with October the 
landscape will take on a dry, parched ap- 
pearance, similar to the picture which 
it presented a month ago when the mes- 
ijuite ehrub was the haunt of jack- 
rabbits, horned toads and coyotes. 


"There 
are no mountains 
to lend 
beauty to the skyline 
in this 
thinly 
l)opulated part of 
Texas-Mexico, 
but 
shortly after leaving the valley of the 
Rio Grande the railway line begins its 
long climb up to Mexico City which has 
an altitude nearly a mile and a half 
above Nuevo Laredo. 


"About 20 miles southwest of Nuevo 


Laredo the railroad runs through Jarita, 
long a rendezvous for border-riders who 
were supposed to patrol this region in 
search of Mexican smugglers, but now 
employed, it is feared, in a much less 
lawful pursuit. 


"One of the oddities which will im- 
press the observant traveler on his way 
to Mexico City is the manner in which 
the telegraph poles of this section are 
riddled with holes, as if they had been 
pierced with 
high-power, 
large-calibre 
bullets. 
The explanation is not that the 
Mexicans have been engaged in extrava- 
gant target practice but that the myriad 
woodpeckers of the region iind the poles 
admirable raw material out of which to 
drill their bird apartments, a form of 
feathered industry which costs the rail- 
way company thousands of dollars a 
year to replace the weakened wire sup- 
ports. 


"Nuevo Laredo is 150 
miles south- 
west of Ghîneral Funston's headquarters 
in San Antonio. 


"The chief agriculttu-al product on the 
American side of the Rio Grande in the 
neighborhood of Laredo is a large white 
onion which yields as high as 20,000 
pounds to the acre when the land 
is 
properly irrigated, the waters from the 
river being in such demand for this pur- 
pose that bitter feeling, over alleged en- 
croachments on their relative riparian 
rights, has been engendered frequently 
between the Mexicans and Texans."

so much is being said and vTitten upon 
the subject of Americanism, the Nation- 
al 
Geographic 
society 
comes 
forward 
with some figures concerning our foreign 
population and their sons and daughters 
tliat are particularly 
timely and au- 
thoritative. 
They bring out some strik- 
ing facts concerning the make-up of our 
national 
body 
politic. 
The 
society's 
bulletin on the subject is as follows: 


"It is a fact not generally recognized 
that the foreign population of the United 
States togetlier with sons and daugh- 
ters of parents one or both of whom are 
or were of foreign birth constitutes a 
third of the entire population of the 
country. 


"In a number of states the people ot 
foreign birth or foreign or mixed parent- 
age exceed in numbers those of native 
birth and parentage. 
This condition ob- 
tains in Massachusetts, where the for- 
eign element by birth or parentage is 
twice as great as the element of un- 
mixed native lineage. 
That state had, 
1910, 
1,103,000 
people 
both of 
whose parents were born 
within the 
United States, as compared with 2,221,- 
000 wlio were either born abroad them- 
selves, or had one or both parents born 
abroad. 


•Tlie same condition prevails in Rhode 
Island. 
That state has a population of 
15 9,821 
of 
native 
ancestry 
against 
372,671 of foreign birth or lineage. 


"In Connecticut we find a population 
of native ancestry aggregating 3 95,000, 
and of foreign birth or ancestry aggre- 
gating 703,000. 


"In New York there is a population 
of native ancestry reaching a total of 
3,230,000. 
Against 
this 
there is a 
population of foreign birth or foreign or 
mixed ancestry amounting to 5,715,000. 


"The balance in favor of the popula- 
tion of foreign birth or foreign ancestry, 
in whole or in part, in New Jersey, is 
4 25,000, the population of native an- 
cestry 
amounting 
to 
1,010,000 
as 
against 
1,435,000 in the case of the 
foreign clement. 


Illinois also falls in the list of states 
where the population of full native stock 
is smaller than that of foreign birth or 
foreign or partly foreign ancestry. 
Its 
population of native lineage amounts to 
2,600,000. 
Against 
this 
there is a 
population wlioliy or partly foreign by 
birth and ancestry of 2,925,000, a dif- 
ference of 325,000. 


"Michigan also falls in this class, with 
1,560,000 wholly or partly of foreign 
birth and ancestry as compared 
with 
1,224,000 of pure native lineage. 


"Minnesota has nearly three times as 
many people born abroad, or with one 
or both parents of foreign birth, as she 
has of sons and daughters 
of 
native 
•stock. Her population of foreigners and 
their children totals 1,483,000 as com- 
pared with 575,000 for the native ele- 
ment. 


"Montana has 199,000 people of for- 
eign birth and foreign or mixed ancestry, 
as against 162,000 of native ancestry. 
Wyoming gets into the same column by 
about the same proportion. 
The state 
of Washington has 390,000 more of the 
foreign than of the native element, while 
California practically breaks even. 


"Taking the statistics of the male 
population twenty-one years of age and 
upward for the entire 
country, it is 
found that only 48.9 per cent of them 
are of straight, white native ancestry. 
The negro element adds 9.1 per cent 
to this, and the remainder, 41.3 per 
cent, is represented by the men of for- 
eign birth or the sons of foreign or 
mixed parentage. 


"Taking the different states, we find 
some striking statistics. 
In the propor- 
tion of foreign birth or foreign or mixed 
ancestry to native, among the m"ien of 
21 years and upAvard, North 
Dakota 
takes first rank among the states with 
79.9 per cent belonging to the former 
class, 
Minnesota ranks next with 78 
per cent, and Wisconsin third with 77.7 
per cent. 


"Approximately 
two-thirds 
of the 
men in Massachusetts, 
Rhode 
Island, 
Connecticut, New York and Utah are 
sons or grandsons of foreign lands. 
In 
New Jersey, Illinois, Michigan, South

"In Utah it falls to 48.8 per cent, in 
Wyoming to 45.9 per cent, in Missouri 
to 29.7 per cent, in Kansas to 30.8 per 
cent, and in Oregon to 40.4 per cent."

COLOIi^rO SHINE 


Roosevelt's Desire to Be 
Made Major G-eneral 
Will Ml. 


Washington, June 29—Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt will not be permitted by Presi- 
dent "Wilson or the present administra- 
tion to lead as a major general a division 
of volunteers to the defense of the border 
even though Colonel Roosevelt should or- 
ganize such a division. 


Neither will Major General Wood, who 
ranks the other active major generals of 
the army, be sent to command on the 
border or to head a division into Mexico, 
should war come. 


Political considerations have out both 
of these leaders from the spotlight in any 
military 
emergencies that the 
country 
might have to face. 


Congress cannot help, because the pres- 
ident alone has the power to appoint the 
officers to command the volunteer troops 
that may be called or taken into the reg- 
ular ser\'ice, or to make details for the 
regular officers to important commands 
of regular troops 
engaged In active 
service. 


Roosevelt Plan Out. 


Friends of Colonel Roosevelt, hoping to 
move congress to accept his offer of a 
volunteer division, have discussed and 
rejected the possibility of naming Colonel 
Roosevelt by special act as "major gen- 
eral in command of his volunteer division. 
Congress tried this once, but its action 
was held invalid. 


Both 
Colonel Roosevelt 
and 
General 
Wood have become too active in connec- 
tion with the Hughes campaign for Pres- 
ident Wilson to allow any favors to be 
extended to them by the democratic ad- 
ministration. 
Colonel Roosevelt has been 
a constant critic of President Wilson, and 
his recent letter to the progressives. In- 
dorsing Hughes, did not please the Wilson 
people. 


Counts Against Wood. 


While General Wood has 
taken no 
active part 'n politics, the administration 
leaders have several counts against him. 
These started with the general's invita- 
tion a year ago to Colonel Roosevelt to 
attend the 
Plattsburg 
"rookie" 
camp, 
where General Wood was in charge. 


The colonal made a speech citicizing 
the democratic administration on that 
occasion, and General Wood was brought 
to book by the then secretary of war, 
Lindley M. Garrison, for having permit- 
ted the speech. 


Since then General Wood has been a 
dinner guest with Colonel Roosevelt at 
important gatherings, which were given 
more or less political significance, and 
still more recently he has been a caller 
on Mr. Hughes, following the 
latter's 
nomination for the presidency. 


It is known here that Colonel Roosevelt 
has been organizing his volunteer divi- 
sion for more than two years, expecting 
need for it 'n war with Mexico. 
He has 
selected all, his officers from the rank of 
retired regular army men or those who 
have been permitted to resign by the war 
department. 
His men for the division 
have been picked with an eye both to In- 
fantry and 
cavalry 
service that 
they 
might be more effective than were the 
rough riders . of the 
Spanish-American

New York, June 29.—^Captain Hans 
Tauacher, former German officer, on trial 
in the federal court charged with com- 
plicity in the alleged plot to blow up 
the Welland canal in September, 1914, 
took the witness stand today in his own 
defense. 


Tauscher said he reached New York 
from Berlin, Aug. 27, 1914, and on the 
following day reported to Captain Franz 
Von Papen, recalled 
German 
military 
attache. 


"We 
had a long 
talk," 
testified 
Tauscher. 
"Von Papen said I would be 
as an ordnance expert, to investigate the 
hundreds of inventions being offered and 
to keep track of the allies' munitions 
purchases. I asked him if he would ask 
me to do anything against the laws of 
the United States and he said 'of course 
not.'" 


Tauscher then told how Von Papen 
went to Tauscher's office one day and 
said, "I know a man from Mexico by 
the name of Bridgeman Taylor (Von Der 
Goltz) 
who wants some djuamite for 
mining purposes in Mexico." 


"The next day," 
the 
witness 
con- 
tinued, "in came a man I never 
saw 
before and said I want to speak to you 
alone. 
He told me that he was from 
Von Papen and wanted some dynamite." 


Tauscher then told of arranging for 
the purchase and delivery of the dyna- 
mite. 


"Did he tell you that the dynamite 
was for the Welland canal V" asked Her- 
bert C. Smith, Tauschcr's counsel. 


"Never till I read the papers did I 
know there was such a place 
as 
the 
Welland canal. 
He did not mention it." 


Tauscher said he destroyed his books 
in December, 1915, at the 
suggestion 
of Von Papen. 


Tauscher was preceded on the stand 
by Thomas P. Tuite, a fire insurance ex- 
pert. 


He denied knowing Horst Von Der 
Goltz, upon whose confession Tauscher, 
Wolf Von Igel and others were indicted. 


Von Der Goltz 
had 
testified 
that 
Tuite was one of two men who came to 
him from Von Papen with maps and 
plans of the Welland canal. 


"Von 
Der Goltz is a whole-hearted 
liar and he never would have mentioned 
niy name in this case had not a tricky 
cur in the district attorney's office paid 
him money to do so," Tuite testified. 


Judge Hand told Tuite that he would 
be sent to jail if he made such a re- 
mark again. 


Under cross examination Tauscher said 
von Papen was not his superior and that 
he did not have to take orders from 
him. 


"Do you want this court to believe von 
Papen betrayed you into breaking the 
laws of this country';" 
Tauscher was 
asked. 


"I would not say 'betray,' I wouldsay 
'misled.' 
Perhaps he too was betrayed." 


"Why did you ask von Papen not to 
ask you to do anything against the law 
at your very first inter^-iew. 
"Did you 
suspect he would ask you ?" 


"Certainly." 
"Why did you suspect he would ask 
you to break United States' laws?" 


"Every one knows that the military 
attache of every country acts differently 
in times of war than in times of peace." 


After Tauscher had concluded his tes- 
timony, Judge Hand ordered the sum- 
ming up by counsel to proceed this af- 
ternoon. 


He will charge the jury tomorrow.

From the time I was old enough to 
attend a ball game and watch 
Christy 
Mathewson pitch, I always hoped for the 
day when I might become a Giant. My 
greatest ambition has been to step into 
Matty's shoes and some day be successful 
on the Blab. 


When I was 7 years old I was consid- 
ered a pretty fair ball player, out of my 
class, at that time. I played with fellows 
10 and 11 years of age, and more than 
held my own. 
I was bigger than a good 
many kids at that age, but not over- 
grown. At 11 I was considered one of the 
best third basemen on any kid team in 
Brooklyn. 


In 1913 I was skating in Prospect park 
when I met a couple of friends who had 
organized a ream for the coming season 
and they asked me to pitch. 
When I 
learned it was to be a uniformed team I 
jumped at the 
chance, as I had 
never 
played with a uniformed aggregation. 


I never threw more than two balls to 
a batter before joining that team, yet I 
went through that season with only two 
defeats. The last two games were to de- 
cide the championship. 
That year I had 
developed more or less of a a%velled head. 
Probably 
more. 
Those 
championship 
games pacified me. 
The next year we 
won easily without a single defeat. 


In 1916 I pitched for Erasmus Hall high 
school, winning five and losing one. 
Aa 
the high school team played only two 
games a week, the other pitcher and my- 
self dividing, 
I found opportunities 
to 
pitch elsewhere. 


Then things started to happen. I was 
chosen to pitch the big game of 1915 be- 
tween Erasmus and Poly Prep, a cup to 
go to the winning team. 
In 
addition 
there was a cup to be awarded the man 
playing the best individual game. 
We 
won 7 to 4, and I got the individual cup. 


That game was played at the Brooklyn 
Federal league park. Federal agents were 
present and sent for me. I worked out a 
day, and was offered a position with the 
Colonial league, now defunct. 
As I was 
only 15 years cf age I. of course, consulted 
my parents. 


At first they decided to let me go as 
the term ended in high, school, but they 
later made inquiries as to my future. We 
asked Bert Maxwell, who had 
intended 
sending me .away, if he thought I was too 
young. 
He agreed that the strain would 
be too great for my undeveloped muscles 
so I remained at home. 


Desiring further information I asked 
Nap Rucker, who lived nearby. 
He gave 
me the same advice as Maxwell and in- 
vited me to come up and work out with 
the Brooklyn Nationals. 


It happened 
that 
the Giants 
played 
there a week later and it was then that 
I was asked to visit the Polo grounds, 
went up there and after two weeks was 
given a contract which required me to 
play with the New York club should I 
choose professional baseball as a career. 
This did not affect my pitching outside 
so I played semi-pro baseball. 


It was my best year. 
I won thirty- 
three games and lost three. 
My greatest 
number of 
strikeouts In a game 
was 
twenty-four and I had four no-hit no-run 
victories to my credit. 
I played 
with 
Brooklyn 
two games after the 
season 
closed in which I was very successful. 


This spring I was sent to Lebanon in 
the Pennsylvania 
State league, 
along 
with one of the best third basemen in 
the city. Bill Moran. 
There I pitched 
four games and won three. The only one 
1 lost was a 19-inning game, which ended 
2 to 1, an error, a hit and a sacrifice 
beating me. 
In this game Moran got five 
hits in seven times at bat. 
I pitched in 
all five contests, relieving twice. 


Then the league blew up and I went to 
Hartford in the Eastern league, but did 
not pitch as 5t rained almost every day. I 
then was recalled to sign a new contract 
with the Giants.

Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brahmen that 
would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of $1(^,000,000 
a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settíeid by reference to an 
impartial Federal tiibunal. 


With the^ employes, Whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads have no 
differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 


The formgil proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of the 
controversy is as follows: 
4 


^!Our conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our, differences of opinion^ 
and that eventua% the matters in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinter- 
ested agçndes. Therefore, we propose that your proposals and the proposition of the rail- 
ways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 


1. 
Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal 
which, bv reason of its accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its con- 
trol of the revenue of the railways, is in a position to consider and protect the rights and 
equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue necessary to meet the 
added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable: or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing 
laws, act in the prémises, that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be 
necessary to enable the Commission to consider and promptly dispose of the questions 
involved: or 


2. By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law" (The Newlands Act). 


Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New York^ 
June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration or Federal 
review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether authority shall be 
given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the public 
body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


No other body with such an intimate 
knowledge of railroad conditions has such 
an unquestioned position in the public con- 
fidence. 


The rates the railroads may charge the 
ubiic for tr^sportation are now largely 
pubi 
ñxcd by this Government board. 


Out of every dollar received by the rail- 
roads from the public nearly one-half is paid 


directly to the employes as wages; and the 
money to pay increased wages can come from 
no other source than the rates paid by the 
public. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
with its control over rates, is in a position 
to make a complete investigation and render 
such decision as would protect the interests 
of the railroad employes, the owners of the 
railroads, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of $100,000,000 
a year to these employes, now highly paid ana constituting only one-fifth of all the 
employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that shall determine the 
merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether this controversy ts to be settled by an impartial 
Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

When a person walks, briskly, three 
times as much air is drawn into the 
the lungs as is in- 
haled when sitting 
down. This proves 
walking to be one 
of the most effec- 
tive 
as 
well 
as 
cheapest forms of 
exercise. 
If you are a desk 
worker take the time and make the ef- 
fort to walk, at least part of the way to 
and from your office. Put in a good part 
of your Sundays and other holidays in 
tramping, preferably in the country or 
suburbs. 


But if you are going to walk, walk 
briskly, don't doddle along for it takes 
brisk walking to bring about the muscu- 
lar activity that makes the lungs dé- 
mand and get an increased supply of 
fresh air. 


While walking gives the muscles and 
lungs needed exercise it also is one of 
the most effective ways of soothing the 
nervous system, on account of its auto- 
matic rhythmic co-ordination of move« 
ments. 


But the ordinary amount of walking 
that even the energetic city man gets is 
not enough exercise for the muscles of 
the back and shoulders. Nor does it give 
tne muscles and organs of the abdomen 
enough work to do. 


To get the proper results, daily walk- 
ing should be linked up with a system- 
atic "setting up drill" of 15 or 20 min- 
utes every morning before breakfast and 
for the best results, every night before 
retiring. 


The man whose work 
forces him to

position for many hours á day, will find 
walking and "setting up" drills especially 
béneficial in correcting the faulty posi- 
tion which his body is apt to acquire.

porting the living typhoid feveç fiioiil 
some person sick with the disease to 
some well person. 


In this case the water plays no othtt 
part than that of floating th^ géiinf 
along, unless it be that it keeps thM^' 
from drying up. The typhoid germli dii 
not multiply in water, but, on the coil* 
trary, die out little by little and st> gtiul' 
ually lose their power to do harth.

Soldiers, Not Citizens^ Say 
Colored Men Released 
by Carranxa. 


El Paso, Tex., Jime 29.—Gen. Fna< 
cisco Gonzales, commanaer at 
Juarei^ 
and Andreas Garcia, Mexican consul la 
EI Paso, met the train which hronght 
the American troopers from Chihuahua 
prison to the border today. 


The guard that escorted the prisoBen 
from Chihuahua City, dressed in 
uni- 
forms of bright yellow, pushed back the 
crowd, forming a lane through which 
Spillsbury 
and 
the troopera 
marchM 
down the railway tracks. 
They were 
taken to the disinfecting plant and there 
stripped and treated before being es- 
corted to the commandencia. 


The troopM's refused to dieenaa tlM 
Carrizal 
fight, 
their 
imprisonmoit 
or 
their return to the border. 


"We are soldiera, not plain citizena," 
they said. 
"We will have to report to 
oiff superior officers and receive their 
instructions." 
Spillsbury, however, waa 
not BO uncommunicative. 


He entered the private office of Gen. 
Gonzales and there gave out a brief in- 
terview in which he repeated statements 
he had been credited with making at 
Chihuahua by General Gacinto Trevino. 
These statements were to the effect that 
Captain Boyd, commander of the Amer- 
icans at Carrizal, persisted in advancing 
toward Villa Ahumada to recover a ne- 
gro deserter after general Felix Gomez 
had warned him to turn back and after 
Spillsbury had urged him to accept this 
advice. 


Spillsbnry's Statement. 


This interview was arranged at the 
solicitation of the Mexican officials and 
before Spillsbury or any of the Amer- 
icans had a chance to see the American 
officials. 


In his interview Spillsbury declared 
he did not know who fired the first shot 
at Carrizal. 
He said that after the sec- 
ond conference between Capt. Boyd and 
Gen. Gomez, when he advised turning 
back, Capt. Boyd said: 


"I am the commander and it ia for 
you to obey." 


Spillsbury declared there 
were 
but 
seventy-six Americans in Capt. Boyd's 
forcee. 
He explained that when the ex- 
pedition left camp it was composed of 
eighty-six men, but that at Santa Maria 
ten men were sent back to the 
main 
force with a wagon train. 


While 
Spillsbury 
was 
talking 
Gen. 
Gonzales sent out for food for the pris- 
oners, who had had nothing to eat since 
Jsaving Chihuahua. 
He annoimced that 
it probably will be 3 o'clock before the 
prisoners could be transferred to tho 
American authorities.

hearing his oni-e, Sir 
Roger Casement 


this afternoon was sentenced to death 
for the part he played in the recent Sinn 
Fein revolt in Ireland. 


After the verdict had been returned 


Sir Roger begun to read a long state- 
ment. 


Sir Roger received the sentence with 


the utmost composure, smiling at friends 
in the court room. His statement, which 
occupied a half hour, was a plea for the 
right to be tried by Irishmen and for 
Irish nationality. 


Alter Sir Roger had been sentenced, 


Daniel J. Bailey, the private soldier who 
had been held as his accomplice, 
was 


placed in the dock. The chief justice di- 
rected the jury to return a verdict of 
not guilty and Bailey was discharged. 


Arguments Are Made. 


Today's session of the court was given 


over to arguments of counsel and the 
charge to the jury. 
Sir Roger's chief 


counsel, Alexander Sullivan, who col- 
lapsed in court yesterday, was unable 
to appear today and his argument was 
taken up by Artemus Jones, assistant 
counsel for the defense. 
The attorney 


general, Sir Frederick Smith, summed 
up the case for the prosecution, after 
which the lord chief justice declared his 
charge. 


Unable to Finish Argument. 


Sergeant Sullivan, the brilliant Irish 


barrister, upon whom has rested the

defense of Sir 


Roger Casement in his trial for high 
treason, was unable to appear In court 
today to finish his argument In behalf 
of the prisoner.

Mexican Border City One of 


Points About Which In- 


terest Centers. 


Washington, D. C., June 29.—One of 


the chief centers of Mexican population 
along the frontier to which the national 
guard troops have been ordered is Nuevo 
Laredo, the subject of the following war 
geography bulletin issued by the Xa- 
tional Geographic society from its Wash- 
ington headquarters: 


"Nuevo Laredo, the border city of Ta- 


maulipas, is one of the most important 
gateways to the southern republic, not 
on account of its population, 
for 
the 


American-Mexican El Paso and Juarez 
constitute a hyphenated "city more than 
twice as large as Laredo 
(American) 


and Ku'evo Laredo (Mexican), but be- 
cause the latter is the northern terminus 
of-the shortest railway route to Mexico 
City, the distance being only about 800 
miles, compared with 1,200 miles by 
way of Juarez and 1,000 miles through 
Ciudad Porfirio Diaz (Eagle Pass). 


"With 8,000 people, Xuevo Laredo is 


a little more than half as large aa thc 
American town at the other end of the 
900 
foot international. bridge 
which 


spans the Eio Grande at this point. The 
two.towns were one up to the time of 
the secession of'Texas, the settlement on 
the left bank of the river being captured 
by Texas rangers in 1846 and occupied 
by United States troops under General 
La,tuar a year later. In 1852 the north- 
ern city (or perhaps it would be more 
accurate to refer to as the eastern city, 
for the P,io Grande flows in a more 
southerly than easterly direction in this 
part of its 1.800 mile course from the 
San Juan mountains in Colorado to the 
Uulf of Mexico), received its charter as 


1 a Texas municipality. 
The Laredos, 


| named for a seaport in Spain, were' set- 


j tied by Spanish colonists during 
the 


' decade preceding the American revolu- 
i tionary war. 


"From now until late in September 


the region around Nuevo Laredo will pre- 
! sent a fertile aspect, for it is the rainy 


j season, but beginning with October the 


J landscape will take on a dry, parched ap- 
pearance, similar to the picture which 
it presented a month, ago when the mes- 
quite shrub was the haunt of jack- 
rabbits, horned toads and coyotes. 


"There are no mountains to lend 


j beauty to thc skyline 
in this 
thinly 


! populated part of Texas-Mexico, 
but 


. shortly after leaving the valley of the 


j Rio G'r'ande the railway line begins its 


I long climb up to Mexico City which has 
! an altitude nearly a mile and a half 
above Nuevo Laredo.. 


'About 20 miles southwest of Xuevo 


Laredo the railroad runs through Jarita 
long a rendezvous for border-riders who 
were supposed to patrol this region in 
search of Mexican smugglers, but now 
employed, it is feared, in a much less 
lawful pursuit. 


"One of the oddities which will im- 


press the observant traveler on his way 
to Mexico City is the manner in which 
the telegraph poles of this section are 
riddled with holes, as if they had been 
pierced with 
high-power, large-calibre 


bullets. The explanation is not that the 
Mexicans have been engaged in extrava- 
gant target practice but that the myriad 
woodpeckers of the region lind the poles 
admirable raw material out of which to 
drill their bird apartments, a form oi 
feathered industry which costs the rail 
way company thousands of dollars i 
year to replace the weakened wire sup 
ports. 


"Nuevo Laredo is 150 miles south 


west of General Funston's headquarters 
in San Antonio. 


"The chief agricultural product on .tb 


American side of the Rio Grande in'th,. 
neighborhood of Laredo is a large white 
onion which yields as high as 20.00C 
pounds to the acre when the land if 
properly irrigated, the waters from th< 
river being'in such demand for this pur 
pose that bitter feeling, over alleged en 
croachments on their relative riparian 
rights, has been engendered frequently 
between the Mexicans and Texana."

Figures 


on Foreign Population 


of United States. 


Washington, D. C., June 29.—While 


so much is being said and written upon 
the subject of Americanism, the Nation- 
al Geographic society comes forward 
with some figures concerning our foreign 
population and their sons and daughters 
thnt are particularly timely and au- 
thoritative. 
They bring out some strik- 


ing facts concerning the make-up of our 
national body 
politic. 
The 
society's 


bulk'tin on tho subject is as follows: 


"It is a fact not generally recognized 


that tho foreign population of the United 
States together with sons and daugh- 
ters of parents one or both of whom are 
or wore of foreign birth constitutes a 
third of the entire populatiuu of the 
country. 


"In a number of states the people of 


foreign birth or foreign or mixed parent- 
age exceed in numbers those of native 
liirth and parentage. 
This condition ob- 


tains in .Massachusetts, where; the for- 
eign element by birth or parentage is 
twice as great as the clement of im- 
mixc'cl native lineage. 
That stnte had,

1,103.000 
people 
both of 


whose! parents were horn 
within 
thu 


Lnited States, ns compared with 2.22.1,- 
000 who were either born abroad them- 
selves, or had one or both parents born 
abroad. 


"The samp condition prevails in Rhode. 


Island. 
That state has a population of 


159,821 of native ancestry 
against 


372,G71 of foreign birth or liuoiige. 


"In Connecticut \ve find a population 


nf native ancestry aggregating 395.000. 
and of foreign birth or ancestry aggre- 
gating 703,000. 


"In New York there is a population 


of native ancestry reaching a total of 
3,230,000. 
Against this there is a 


population of foreign birth or foreign or 
mixed ancestry amounting to 5,715,000. 


"The balance in favor of the popula- 


tion of foreign birth or foreign ancestry, 
in whole or in part, in New Jersey, is 
•125.000, the population of native an- 
cestry 
amounting 
to 
1.010,000 
as 


against 1.435.000 in the case of the 
foreign element. 


Illinois also falls in the list of states 


•.vhero the population of full native stock 
| is smaller than that of foreign birth or 


j foreign or partly foreign ancestry. Its 


j population of native lineage amounts to 


2.600,000. 
Against, this 
there is a 


population wholly or partly foreign by 
birth anil ancestry of 2,925,000, a dif- 
ference of 325.000. 


"Michigan also falls in this class, with 


1.500.000 wholly or partly of foreign 
brft!i and ancestry as compared with 
1,224,000 of pure native linenge. 


"Minnesota has nearly three times as 


many people born abroad, or with one 
or hoth parents of foreign birth, as she 
has of sons and daughters of nntive 
istnrk. 
Her population of foreigners and 


their children totals 1.4S3.000 as com- 
pared with 575,000 for the native ele- 
ment. 


"Montana hns 199.000 people of for- 


eign birth and foreign or mixed ancestry, 
ns against 362.000 of native ancestry. 
Wyoming pets into the same column by 
about the panic proportion. 
The state 


of Washington has 390.000 more of the 
foreign than of the nntive clement, while 
California practically breaks even. 


"Taking the statistics of the male 


population twenty-one years of age and 
upward for the entire country, it is 
found thnt only 4S.9 per cent of them 
are of straight, white native ancestry. 
The negro element adds 9.1 per cent 
lo this, nnd the remainder, 41.3 per 
cent, is represented by the men of for- 
eign hirth or the sons of foreign 
or 


mixed parentage. 


"Taking the different states, we find 


some striking statistics. In the propor- 
tion of foreign hirth or foreign or mixed 
ancestry to native., among the men of 
21 years and upward. North Dakota 
takes first rank among the states with 
79.9 per cent belonging to the former 
class. 
Minnesota ranks next with 78 


per cent, and Wisconsin third with 77.7 
per cent.

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in NewYork? 


June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration or Federal 
review and the employes are now voting on the question whether authority shall be 
given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the public 


body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


No other body with such an intimate 


knowledge of railroad conditions has such 
an unquestioned position in the public con- 
fidence. 


The rates the railroads may charge the 


public for transportation are now largely 
fixed b'y this Government board. 


Out of every dollar received by the rail- 


roads from the public nearly one-half is paid 


directly to the employes as wages; and the 
money to pay increased wages can come from 
no other source than the rates paid by the 
public. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, 


with its control over rates, is in a position 
to make a complete investigation and render 
such decision is would protect the interests 
of the railroad employes, the owners of tho 
railroads, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of $100 000 000 


a year to these employes, now highly paid ana constituting only one-fifth of all'the 
employes without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that shall determine the 
merits ot the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an impartial 


Uovernment inquiry or by industrial warfare.

Soldiers, Not Citizens, Say 


Colored Hen Released 
":i by Carranza. 


El Paso, Tex-, June 29.—Gen. Frma- 


cisco ttonzales, commaxmer »t Juaret, 
and Andreas Garcia, Mexican consul in 
El Paso, met the train which brought 
the American troopers from Chihuihu* 
prison to the border today. 


The guard that escorted the prisoner* 


from Chihuahua City, dressed in uni- 
forms of bright yellow, pushed back th« 
crowd, forming a lane through which 
Spillsbury and the troopers march/d 
down the railway tracks. 
They weio 


taken to the disinfecting plant and there 
stripped and treated before being et- 
corted to the oonimandeacia. 


The troopers refused to discuss the 


Carrizal fight, their imprisonment or 
their return to the border. 


"We are soldiers, not plain citizens," 


they said. "We will have to report to 
our superior officers and receive their 
instructions." Spillsbury, however, tfa» 
not so uncommunicative. 


He entered the private office of Gen. 


Gonzales and there gave out a brief in- 
terview in which he repeated statement* 
he had been credited with making at 
Chihuahua by General Gacinto Trevino. 
These statements were to the effect that 
Captain Boyd, commander of the Amer- 
icans at Carrizal, persisted in advancing 
toward Villa Ahumada to recover a ne- 
gro deserter after general Felix Gomez 
had warned him to turn back and after 
Spillsbury had urged him to accept thil 
advice. 


Spillsbury's Statement. 


This interview was arranged at the 


solicitation of the Mexican official* and 
before Spillsbury or any of the Amer- 
icans had a chance to see the American 
oflicialfl. 


In his interview Spillsbury declared 


he did not know who fired tho first shot 
at Carrizal. He said that after the sec- 
ond conference between Capt Boyd and 
Gen. Gomez, when he advised turning 
back, Capt. Boyd said: 


"I am the commander and it U for 


you to obey." 


Spillsbury declared there were 
but 


seventy-six Americans in Capt. Boyd's 
forcee. He explained that when the ex- 
pedition left camp it was composed of 
eighty-six men, but that at Santa Maria 
ten men were gent back to the 
main 


force with a wagon train. 


While Spillsbury 
was talking Gen. 


Gonzales sent out for food for the pris- 
oners, who had had nothing to eat since 
leaving Chihuahua. He announced that 
it probably will be 3 o'clock before the 
prisoners could bo. transferred to tho 
American authorities.
